'ODERN  apartment  houses  and  flats  are  chief  1 7  dependent 
upon  hot  water  or  steam  heating  systems,  and  in  some 
cases  the  open  fireplace  has  been  omitted  entirely.  This 
obviously  leaves  the  inmates  at  the  mercy  of  the  janitor, 
without  auxiliary  heat  for  extreme  cold  weather;  and  in  the  chilly 
days  of   spring  and   fall  one  often  suffers  because  the  heat   is  not  up.
